1. Applicant's amendment filed 6/1/2010 is entered. Claims 6, 9-10, 16, 19-20 were 
previously canceled. Claims 21-58 are currently canceled. Claims 1-5, 7-8, 11-15, 17- 
18 are pending for examination. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-8, 11-15, 17-18 are allowed. 

3. Reasons for Allowance: are the same as already stated in the Notice of 
Allowance mailed 9/30/2009. With regards to claims 1 and 1 1, the prior art of record, 
alone or combined, neither teaches nor renders obvious the limitations recited, as a 
whole. The reasons for allowance for the dependent claims are the same as for claims 1 
and 11.
